A LONG TIME AGO. 


THE SCHOOL DAYS OF JUDGE 
JUNIUS HILLYER PORTRAY- 
ED BY HIMSELF. 


—- eee —— 


The First Day in School— Numerous 
hicks on the Head—Early Steps ia 
Study—Going in a Warhing”’’—The 
First Peacock- Disturbed in the 
Brickyard—A Scueolmaster’s Sut- 
cide— fter Many Years.

Tn the winter of 1814 brother John 
and myself were placed at school two 
miles west of Lexington, Oyletnorpe 
county, on the road to Athens, at a 
place that at that time belonged to 
Robert Freeman. The large frame 
house and the two hewed log houses in 
the yard were built by Mr. Freeman 
for the school, and they were siandirg 
in 1871 when [ last passed that road, 
and I doubt not they are there now. 

The school was kept by a French- 
man named Skipwith. The schoo!s 
room was situated directly 
in the rear of the dwelling. 
house, about three hundred vards over 
and beyond the spring. It was a two- 
story house, about forty feet-long and 
twenty wide, with onelong room below 
and one long room above. 

Mr, Skipwith and his two assistants, 
Sterling Lane and Benj imin Booth, and 
all the boys slept in the second story. 
The room below was devoted to the 
purposes of the school. It was pro- 
vided with benches and long tables, 
and a blackboard. There was also a 
white board bung upou the war 
ubdout four feet square. U pon this white 
board was drawn a plain black line pre- 
cisely one inch long, and immediately 
below it, half an inch from it and paral- 
lel to it was drawn another line two 
inches long with a point marking the 
inches, and below this a_ third 
line three inches long, and so 
on till twelye lines were drawn, each 
one inch longer than the one above it, 
and all half an inch apart—all parallel 
and horizontal, with the inches pointed 
off. ‘the left band end of each of the 
liues was immediately under the left 
hand end of the one above it. There 
was aiso placed on the same board 
another set of lines like these, except 
that they were vertical instead of hori- 
zontal, 

Lhe first day of school we were re- 
quired to ga into the yard and get our 
pockets tull of small stones, and we 
were sc ated along the tables, and taken 
up one at atime and taught to count. 
It must be remembered I was not seven 
years old, ana four-fiiths of the boys 
were of my age. I do not remember 
whether I could count before I went 
to that scdool or not, 
but I know that to learn 


: 


the slate, and could tell without hesi- 
tation any number that might be writ- 
ten on the slate. I could do that at 
Skipwith’s school when I was seven 
years old, as well as I can now. 

This was Mr. Skipwith’s system of 
teaching as far as 1 know of it. What 
further exercises were contemplated, 
and what course was intended to bring 
us forward to complete our education, 
I do not know. None of 
us were over ten years 
old, and very few were over seven, It 
was contemplated that we should re- 
main with Mr. Skipwith till we were 
grown, some twelve or fourteen years, 
I suppose, of course, the system em- 
braced many exercises and modes of 
instruction which were not even fore- 
shadowed by v hat I saw. 

I am sure that Mr. Skipwith was not 
possessed of the necessary qualifica- 
tions to properly carry on such a 
school. He was an unmarried man, 
and we, some forty. children, were 
without the tender care of our moth- 
ers. In fact, no care was taken of us, 
except to f-ed us,and require an old 
mulatto woman by the name cf Teener 
to have our clothes wasbed and mend-« 
ed. lremember no complaint about 
our clothes, and old aunt Teener was 
very kind to us. 

The first day school began Mr. Skip- 
with took from us our hats, and we were 
told that the proper practice was for 
children to go bareheaded. We were 
early told not to believe anything un- 
less it was proven. His punishments 
were unusual, often severe, and un just. 
For some offences a pail of cold water 
was thrown ona boy. I have known 
this punishment inflicted ou a boy 


“wiiope offence wis only an ucecident or 


a misfortune. For some offences the 
boys were required to stand in a ring, 


toften made on the ground, in the sun, 


Oiten they were placed in two rings, 
one foot in each, as far apart as the boy 
could stretch his legs. Often they were 
placed in three rings, their feet in two 
and one hand inathird, thrown out 
80 far in front as to bring the body in 
0 horizontal position. From my own 
experience I remember that these ring 
punishments were nothing le-s than 
torture. In addition we were often 
beaten with sticks, 

The schoolhouse was situated in the 
edge of an immense forest. The spring 
branch ran windipg through this 
forest. 

In the spring of the year 3814 the 
boys dammed up the branch at a re~ 
tired place in the woods, and made the 
water about waist deep. In this hole 
they were in the habit of batbing. 
Brother John learned to swim in that 
bathing hole. One day brother John 


aud myself, and four or five other boys. 


were bathing 1n this little pond, when 
we heard Mr. Skipwith talking very 
loud and angrily. We put on our 


member how good and kind brother 
John was to me. 3 

Thus the year 1814 wore away, and 
at itsclose Mr. Skipwith boughta horse 
and set out on horseb:ick for New Or- 
leans, and we, his scholars, dispersed 
to our homes. 

In the early spring of 1815 we were 
at the mill playing in the yard, and my 
father cime to us and told us Mr. Skip- 
with had returned, aod that the school 
was to be removed to Mallorysyilie. 
He seemed to be much pleased with 
the opening of the school, and its 
removal to Mallorysville, five miles 
from our house. Brother John and 
1 returned to school at this new place, 
and found almost the entire former 
school reassembled. 

At first the school was kept in Cousin 
Flemivg Freeman’s dwelling house, but 
they set about immediately building a 
schoolhouse. The lumber was sawed 
with a whip~saw. 

This second year of the school was 
marked by a very great change in the 
discip!ine and move of instruction. In 
fact there was no instruction, and no 
effort made to improve the boys, and 
the discipline became more cruel and 
unjust. During this year a new pun~ 
ishment was added to the list—that of 
making us go without our meals forthe 
most trivial offence. Grandmother 
hired aunt Silvy, one of our negroes, 
to Fleming Freeman that year, and 
brother John and I used to steal off 
to her house> and get something 
to eat. She has since told me 
that she used to steal victuals for us 
and other boys. Fleming Freeman 
made brick for the school house, and 


brickyard; and though we were chil- 
drea, yet being so many of us, about 
forty, we could do a great deal of work. 

One day while we were at work in 
the brickyard, a man rode up, and 
called to George and Charles Mathews, 
und in a loud and angry tone, said: 

‘lam going downthe road a: d will 
be back in au bour, and if | find you 
in this brickyard I will whip you both. 
You were not sent here to work ina 
brickyard.” 

Saying this he rode off. Fleming 
Freeman was very angry—said the 
boys were not required to work ; they 
only did it for tneir own amusement, 
and that any of them who chose were 
at liberty to leave. The boys seemed 
to ayree with this view, and aimost all 
of them continued to work. I 
thonght I was compelled to work, 
and was glad to hear that I was at lib 
erty togo. George and Charlies Math- 
ews and myself immediately left. I 
don't remember that any others left. 
We went to the house, and were play- 
ingin the yard when tha same man 
came back, and stopped and talked 
very kindly to George and Charies 
Mathews, and | learned that this was 
Tom Meriwether, the uncle of Charies 
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e served out his six mvunths’ 

and returned. [| well remember the 
time of his leaving—how serious he 
seemed, and how sad we all were, for 
he was a great favorite and was much 
beloved by all the boys. He was a 
very large man, and one of the most 
periect specimens of our race. I well 
remember his return, and our joy at 
again meeting him, and the kind and 
friendly manner with which he took 
every little boy by the hand. - He lived 
in Athens. I afterwards met him there, 
in 1820, when brother John and I went 
to Athens to school. We both, with 
great pleasure, renewed our acquain- 
tance withhim. Inthe early part of 
the winter «f 1820 he took typhoid 
fever, and died uuviversally regretted. 
_ During the year 1814 persons of dis- 
tinction used to visit Sxipwith’s schook 
for being on one of the models which 
cameupin the French revolution it 
attracted a great dea! of public atten- 
tlon among the observers of that 
day. Among these distin- 
guished ‘persons Madame Gouvaine 
came to the school. Sne belonged to 
the Bourbon family, and was connected 
with the dynasty of Louis XVI. She, 
of cour e, waa no friend to-Bona . 
but the reverse. The reign of Bona- 
parte kept her and hr family in exile: 
remember her a: pearavca at ‘that 
time She was ra‘iier below medium 
size—not handsome, but good looking 
—inclined to be porily, but not corpu~ 
lent. Her hair was very black, and her 
complexion indicated high health. 
Mr, Skipwith was a strong adherent 
of Bonaparce. He received Mad. Gou- 
vaine very kindly. They were both 
French, and they were far from home, 
and they met ia this distant country, 
and in this retired pla¢e. They both 
had with them their politica! opinions, 
and their personal feelings and ani- 
mosities in all the intensity in which 
those opinions and feelings were 
formed and fostered by the stirring 
events of their lives in France. Of 
course the meeting of these two was 


; nd | the meeting of the tase and tue DOMD- 
the bows were required to wor iu they sell—an explosion was inevitable. 


And when the fuse had burned out its 
length in the ordinary routine of 
French politeness and aristocratic good 
breeding, the fire at last reached the 
powder, and in an instant the explosion 
occurred. Skipwith sprang to his feet, 
and with furyin his whole manner 
shouted, “G» out of the house; go out 
of the house!” and he made a charge 
among the boys. In an inconceivably 
short time, tumbling over one another, 
out of the door went the whole school. 
Mr. Skipwith went back to Madame 
Gouvaine, and in the same high, ex-~ 
cited tone of voiee, loud and angry, lis 
face flushed, and gestieulating, be and 
she continued the conversation. They 
spoke through the whole con- 
versation in French ; and 
though we could not under- 
stand a word they said, yet we could 
see they were ip angry quarrei. 

[saw Madame Gouvaine afterwards 
in Athens, in 1821. I recognized her 
as soon as | saw her. She was not 
much altered. I formed her acquain- 
tance in Athens, where she lived to a 
greatage. She was the mother of Dr. 
De la Priere, of Jackson county, and 
of Mrs. dr. Hardio, of Clarke county, 


clothes, and crept alung towards the 
house to see what was going on. Ii 
8u happened that Mr. Skipwith saw us, 
and called upon us to “come on,” that 
he wanted us. We then went up in 
great alarm and distress. 

Mr. Skipwith had the whole school 
arranged in acircle, each boy in three 
rings with their heads to the center. 
This was the position of things when 
we came up... Mr. Skipwith, moving 
with a sort of trot, ran to the circle 
and made three rings for each of ou: 
party, and placed us in position with 
our heads turned toward the center of 
the circle. Mr. Skipwith then took a 
stick, and 1n the sume kind of trot ran 
around the outside of the circle, and as 
he passed each boy he gave biim a lick 
with what seemed to be a piece of axe 
helve on the most promivent part of 
his person. When George Lumpkin 
received his blow he raised a yell and 
turned completely heels over head, and 
flat on his back, with his teet toward 
the center instead of his head. 
By the time Mr. Skipwith 
came round to George again, he had 
placed himself in porition, and on re- 
ceiving his blow went through the 
same evolution; and by that time the 
whole seene had become such that the 
boys could not hold in, and with one 
burst of laughter they broke and ran 
off in every direction. During this op- 
eration Skipwith inflicted he exciaim- 
ed, “for going in a washing.” 

I could multiply instances of Mr. 
Skipwith’s cruelty and injustice, but | 
omit them, as they have no connection 
with our history. 

On one occasion brother John, Jack 
Se ;sttand myself,and two or three other 
boys were playing in the woods not 
far from the schoolhouse, and not far 
from a path that led through the woods 
to Mr. Freeman’s farm. While 
we were at play there came 
along two men on _ horseback. 
‘They were dressed in jeans homespun, 
and had broad-brimumed woo! hats. 
They were just such men as old broth- 
er + His 42 and old Mr. Mack, of Wal- 
ton county. When they got close to us, 
Jack Seott, witha good deal of alarm, 
exclaimed: ‘La, boys, there goes Bona. 
parte!” I, with sume uneas ness, re- 


plied: “No, itain’t; howdo you know ?” 


and the grandmotiver uf Mrs, Sidney 
Reese, of Athens. 

At the funeral of Mrs. Thomas, I 
think in 1861, John Ciawford and my: 
self met at the Presbyterian church, 
before the congregation assembied, and 
were talking of Mr. Skipwith’s school, 
and the boys we met there. I was in- 
terested in calling to memory the boys 
that were with us at that school, and 
when I weat home I| made ont 
a list of the boys, and. subs 
mitted it to John Crawford, and 
we concurred in our recollection that 
it was correct. It was made out from 
memory fifty-four years after we sepa- 
rated. All the boys named were at that 
school, and 1 believe the list embraces 
them all. I belieye they are ail dead 
except brother John and mveelf, 
George Mathews and Robert Ware.

Skipwith gave us was of great benefit 
to us both in all our after lives. 

Mr. Skipwith had another exercise 
which tried us severely. We were 
placed at the teb'e with our slates in 
front of the white board, which I have 
described, and we were required to 
represent on our slates correctly the 
lines marked on the board. We were 
required to draw the lines the same 
leny:h, marked off in inches paralle! 
with each other, perfectly straight, the 
same distance apart, and horizontal or 
perpendicular. After our work was 
done he too« a rule and a pair of com~ 
passes, and with these he compared 
our work with the lines on the board, 
and for every error we got a lick 
on the head, am not cer- 
tain as to the object of this 
exercise, but I suppose it was intended 
as our first lesson in drawing. I do not 
remember what proficiency we made. 

We were also taught on our sia:es to

He very promptly repeated: “Its Bona- 
yarte; dun’t you see his moccasins ?”

There was at our hoarding house the 
first peacock I ever saw. this peacock, 
during tue whole timethat we boarded 
at this house, made it a rule to 
mount the fence when he saw ns com- 
ing, and give vent to the long peculiar 
cry of tiat very peculiar bird. And the 
strangeness of this incident is that from 
that day tothis,a period of sixty years, 
Ll have never head the cry of a peacock 
that did not bring beck to my mind 


=r march to our meal, and the loud 


wild cry of that first peacock 1 ever 
saw.

The truth—the utter worth- 
lessness of the man was exposed, 

ihe school declined rapidly, end 
soon suspended, Mr. Skipwith was a 
Frenchman and an infidel, and in a fit 
of mortification and disappointment 
committed suicide, and thus ended the 
matter.

Our last article closed with the mes- 
sage of Governor Bullock, in which he 
undertook to excuse his borrowing 
$35 000 without previous authority, bv 
pleading that it was necessary and 
that Atlanta should pay it anyhow, and 
thus relieve the state. We resume the

On the 23d of July, 1870, Gov. Bul- 
lock again sent in a special message on 
this subject.

Under that resolution the trade was 
consummated. The mayor and council 
could not issue the bonds till a proper 
plate could be made for them. A 
mortgage for $60,000 in favor of the 
Northwestern insurance company 
rested on the building. The state au- 
thorities, instead of requiring its pay-~ 
ment or keeping back part of the state’s 
bonds as asecurity against it, arranged 
Kimball to hold a certificate 
from Atlanta as such _— security 
and delivered him the staie’s bonds. 
Accordingly the mayor and council de- 
livered to the governor the folowing 
certificate : 

“STATE OF EORGIA, CITY OF ATLANTA, 
lo all whom it may cuncern: 

The mayor and council of the city of Atlanta 
hereby certify tha: there is due from said mayor 
and council to the state of Georgia, the seven 
pere nt. twenty-year bonds of said city to the

On the 3ist of December, 1870, E. N 
Kimball had possession of said certifi- 
cate, and demanded and received the 
bonds not vefore receipted tor. How 
he got it we do not know. He and 
Bullock are now under indictment for 
larceny of the same. The city authori- 
ties supposed he was the lawful ‘‘hold-~ 

” of the certificate and had a right 
to ‘the bonds. There was no reason to 
doubt the propriety of the delivery of 
the bons. But subsequently a com- 
mittee of the democratic general assem- 
thought that the fail- 
ure ot Atlanta to communicate 
to the general assembly that Kimball 
was actually to get but $100,000 of 
bonds for the reason aforesaid made 
her liable to pay that $30,000 with in- 
terest. Meanwhile the mortgage was 
foreclosed. ~ By order of Governor 
Smith, Attorney General Hammond 
filed a bill egainst the city touching 
said matter. 

Though not believing she could be 
made so liable, yet to avoid the possi- 
ble imputation of persisting in a wrong, 
Atlanta adjusted the matter by a con- 
sent order of dismissal of the case and 
her purchvse of the mortgage and 
agreeing never to enforce it so long as 
the capital remains at Atlanta, leaving 
the state to object to the enforcement 
of it in any event. 

No word of disapprobation of that 
adjustment has ever been uttered, The 
committee of the convention just ad- 
journed reviewed and stated in detatl 
the whole matter. Its majority report 
con‘ains thie statement: 

After a patient and careiul investigation, we 
are satisfied that the city of Atianta has acted 
ju the cod fauhk, end that they bave 
paid every GClar that they bave agreed ‘o pay 
toward the purchase of the capitol building. 

. . * Thatthe siate hes been greatly 
wrorged in the purchase of the cepitol we do 
not dcubt, but that the faultis attributable to 
the ciiy autLoritics of Atianta we have Do rea- 
son to believe. 

Nor did the minority report intimate 
any dissent from the statements or con- 
the majority.

Milledgeville. Under these circum 
stances we expect to vote for tht city. 
We are not, however, a partisan in th: 
matter, and shall be satistied with the 
decision of the people, whatever it may 
be. 


—The mayorof Hot Springs, Ark., 
dispenses impartial justice. A few 
days ego, having committed an offence 
against the peace and dignity ot the 
city, he opened his court in the morn- 
ing by arraigning himself for violation 
of “ordinance number t¢n,” and pro- 
pounded the query, “Guilty or not 
guilty ?” “Guilty, your honor,” and his 
responee in the capacity of cul prit to 
himself in the capacity of mayor. “The 
prisoner is tined five doiiars and costs,’ 
said the mayor to himself as prisoner, 
and it wasto entered on record. Hav- 
ing thus disposed of his own case, he 
paseed with Roman dignity to the con- 
sideration of the others.
